MAPLE suGAR. 





The time is at hand, when those who have a 
good ‘sugar bush,’”’ will be able to manufac- | 
ture sugar, more or less, according to the num-| 
ber of rock maple trees and other advantages 
which they may have. Those who are in the 
vicinity of steamboat and railroad carriage, 
can probably supply themselves with West In-| 
dia Sugar cheaper than with Maple Sugar and) 
molasses, but they cannot get such sugar. We 
mean that they cannot obtain such a peculiar, 
grateful, honey sweet, as they can from maple 
sugar and molasses, when it is properly manu- 
factured. In the forests of our frontier, where 
maple sugar is made in considerable abundance, 
there is generally too much inattention to clean- 
liness in the manufacture of it. The troughs, 
or birchins, in which the sap is caught, are. 
oftentimes, old and mouldy, and. the kettle in 
which it is evaporated, is not always so well 
cleansed as it should have been. 


We have seen maple sugar made as nice as 
any loaf sugar ; but then it required better ap- 
paratus, and more care and attention than the 
pioneer in the far off woods can very easily 
command. ‘The sap wascaught in clean pails— 
not suffered to remain too long exposed to the 
air, which has a tendency to render it some- 
what acid—was evaporated carefully in clean 
kettles and then filtered or strained through 
bone black, as it is called. This deprived it 
of both acid and color. 

We have known sap, whena little sour, 
strained through sand and lime, something as 
lye is passed through aleach tub. A large 
wooden tunnel is used with some gauze stretched 
over the nozzle, anda layer of clean sand is 
placed in the bottom, on this a layer of slacked 
lime, and then another layer of clean sand. 
This makes a sort of cheap, extemporaneous 
strainer or filter. The lime is used to neutral- 
ize any acid which may have been formed in 
the sap. 

Prof. Mapes, Editor of the Working Farmer, 
who has had experience in sugar refining, gave 
last spring, some very good directions for re- 
fining maple sugar, in his paper. 

The same principles, he observes, come into 
operation in refining maple sugar as do in re- 
fining cane sugar. We borrow the following 
remarks from him, abridging them somewhat 





in some particulars. 

The great art, he observes, in making sugar, 
is to produce the largest amount of crystalliza- 
ble products and the least amount of molasses, 
or where the whole product is boiled down and 
cast into cakes, to have them dry, light colored, 
and not liable to attract moisture. 

Crariryinc Sar. The sap should be carried 
to the clarifying kettles, and not permitted to 
remain exposed for any great length of time to 
the action of the atmosphere, for its effect is to 
acidify the sap, darken its color, and to render 
it uncrystallizable. 

For the same reason the evaporation should 
be conducted as rapidly as possible, and when 
concentrated to the point where it ceases to 
throw up scum, it may be strained and passed 
to the finishing kettle. 

The filter (strainer) may be so constructed as 
to contain a quantity of freshly burned bone 
black, ground as fine as common powder, in 
passing through which the clarified sap will 
lose its color, and it may then be concentrated 
to the granulating point without regaining col- 
or, if this operation be judiciously performed. 
[This bone black is common bone burned under 
cover from the air, and is a sort of animal char- 
coal. Ep.] When finished it should, be cast in- 
to moulds. These moulds may hold one hun- 
dred pounds and be immediately removed toa 
warmer place where the cooling will be elow ; 
for the more slowly they part with their heat, 
the larger and more perfect will be the crystals. 

When crystals are formed on the inside of 
the moulds to the thickness of an inch, a thin 
stick like a lath of three or four feet long, with 
its lower end cut thin and flat, should be used 
to force these first formed crystals from the sides 
into the mass, and they should be suffered to 
stand until the whole mass is crystallized. The 
moulds may then be removed, have the stops 
taken from their points or lower ends, and 
placed on drip pots. Ina few hours the un- 
crystallized portions or syrup will commence to 
drip from these holes, and in a few days, ina 
hot room, or in a few weeks in a cool one, the 
sugar will have parted from its syrup. If the 
augar from the top of the mould be then scraped 

out to the depth of one or two inches, leaving the 
surface flat, and this loose sugar be mixed into 
& thick magma, with a small portion of water, 
and returned to the top of the mould, it will 
pin Sey of moisture gradually to pass 
&4 the mass, removing the color 
from the surface of the crystals and render the 
surface quite white to the depth of a foot or 
more. When the whole mass is required to be 
white and of the best quality, a saturated solu- 
= of white sugar in the form of syrup may 
a: on the top, and the passage of this 
gh the mould will remove the color from 

the sugar to its very end. 
If the sugar be concentrated too much before 
being placed in the mould, it will refase to part 











With its molasses--if not sufficiently concentrated, 
too large a portion will pass off as molasses. 
He states that a heat of 240° as ascertained by 
the thermometer, will indicate that the concen- 
tration is such as to make the sugar fit for the 
mould, and the practice of stirring in an o 
kettle for the purpose of granulating the ae 
may be dispensed with, as much larger crystals

These directions will, no doubt, if followed, 


produce a very nice article of maple sugar— 
much nicer than what is usually produced by 
the ordinary process. Those who feel a desire 
to see what they can do in this way, can exper- 
iment as well with a small quantity as a large 
amount, and thus obtain experience which may 
be valuable to them if they should wish to go 
into the business on a large scale. 


HINTS FROM AN AGED FARMER. 

We have received a communication from 
Joshua Whitman, of North Turner, an aged 
and venerable farmer, now four score years old. 
We thank him for the good opinion expressed 
to us in regard to our paper. We can only say, 
that it has been by the helps of the practical 
farmers of Maine, that we have been sustained 
thus far, and enabled to make it what it is. 
We make the following abstract from his letter, 
and trust our readers will find them valuable 
aids, as they are the suggestions of long ex- 
perience. — : 


Turnips among Corn. I have raised- excel- 
lent English turnips on‘about half an acre, 
between my corn and bean rows, for five years 
in succession. My rows of corn are planted 
about four feet apart, and the hills in the rows 
are 34 feetapart. Ihave the rows run north 
and ‘south, so that the sun will shine upon the 
turnips a part of the time. 

Ispreadon the ground a light coating of 
barn yard manure before I plough the ground, 
—after ploughing, harrow and furrow out the 
rows and plant the corn quite shoal, at the 
usual time. 

I begin to sow the turnip secd about the 10th 
of July. I generally hoe and pull out the 
weeds about five times, thinning out the tur- 
nips where they are too thick. The soil is a 
yellow loam, and I get from forty to fifty bush- 
els annually, in this way.’ 

Hemlock and Pine boughs for sheep. Trecom- 
mend to farmers who have hemlock and pine 
boughs near by, to put them in their cow yards 
for their sheep and cattle to browse upon. 

I commenced keeping sheep about {fifty-three 
years ago, commencing with only six—have 
kept large flocks, but late years keep from 
from twenty to thirty. For fifty years past I 
have given my sheep every winter, more or less 
hemlock and pine boughs. I consider it very 
healthy for them, as I seldom lose a sheep by 
any disorder. It saves hay. I also feed roots 
and apples, occasionally, to them. 

Use no liquor,nor bad language. Permit me 
to advise persons of all ages and sexes, to use 
no ardent spirits—not to chew or smoke tobac- 
co, nor to use snuff, never to gamble—use no 
profane or vulgar language, nor take the name 
of God in vain.

THE “EVERLASTING” APPLE. 

The apple, of which the above is an outline, 
was received at a meeting of the Maine Pom- 
ological Society, and excited some interest on 
account of its property of long keeping. Fur- 
ther experiments ought to be tried with it. 
Our friend N. Foster, of Gardiner, thinks that 
a greater variety of long keeping apples might 
be propagated by planting seeds of long keep- 
ing apples and rearing apples from them. Here 
is an apple for him to begin with. 

The Society say of it as follows: 

‘**A native or seedling apple, which originated 
in the Robbins orchard, now owned by Col. J. 
Fairbanks of Winthrop. It isa good bearer 


yellowish, stem pit broad, medium depth, calyx 
small in a shallow pit, flesh white, rather dry, 
of a pleasant subacid taste. It has been kept

SPENT TAN. 

Mr. Epitor :—In answer to the inquiry of 
your correspondent, Mr. Smith, of Gorham, in 
relation to the use of ‘‘spent tan as a fertilizer, 
what kind of a soil it may be used on, and 
with what result, &c,’’ I would reply that for 
the last ten years [ have used spent tan more 
or less in my farming operations, in different 
ways, on different soils, and a/ways with very 
gratifying and successful results. 

My first effort in the use of this species of 
manure was the spreading a liberal coat of 
spent tan on a stiff clayey sward and plowing 
it under. I think when spent tan is easily ob- 
tained it will abundantly pay to use it freely in 
this manner on wet, heavy,’ clayey soils; it 
serves to keep the soil loose and promotes the 
growth of the grass crop. Raw tan, (recently 
from the vats,) can be used in this manner, but 
the older it is or the more decompdsed it may 
be, the better it will be for this and other pur- 
poses of dressing. 

I have frequently used the rotted article 
around my apple trees as 1 think with favorable 
results. My attention was first particularly 
called to this subject by noticing the luxuriant 
growth of clover and other grass around my 
vats where the rotted tan was a foot deep ona 
subsoil of hard clay. 

But my most successful effort in experiment- 
ing with spent tan as a fertilizer was caused by 
necessity being the mother of invention. Some 
seven or eight years since, my manure heap be- 
ing deficient, | resolved on an experiment. [ 
commenced making a compost heap on the first 
of May, to plant corn with that spring, by put- 
ting ona layer cf barn yard manure, then a 
layer of tan, and on that a layer of unslacked 
lime. I used a cask of good rock lime in this 
operation, and the tan probably composed three- 
fourths of the heap. On the 6th of June, of 
that year, I planted an acre of clayey soil to 
corn, with a shovel full of this compost in the 
hill, and with no other dressing, the land being 
barren, not having been broke for twenty years. 
That year proving favorable to the corn crop, 
my corn, notwithstanding its being planted 
late, yielded well; so much better than I had 
reason to expect from the composition of my 
compost heap, that I have been disposed ever 
since to make a free use of tan in all my dress- 
ings and for all my crops. 

For the encouragement of my unknown 
friend from Gorham, I would remark that I 
have had two acres of corn in a season, and 
that three-fourths of the dressing has been rot- 
ted tan mixed with all kinds of manure six 
months or a year before planting. 

Besides making a compost heap every year as 
before stated, (with the exception of the lime,) 
I am in the habit of plentifully supplying my 
piggery, stable and leanto with this article, to 
be worked up into an important fertilizer for 
each succeeding spring. I know not how this 
article would work on dry soils, such as dry 
sandy or dry rocky land, having never exper- 
imented on these kinds of soils, but from my 
experience in the matter, I am safe, and I take 
great pleasure in giving publicity to the fact 
that it works well on all moist soils, and I 
doubt not the use of spent tan would be more 
or less beneficial as a fertilizer on all soils under 
all circumstances. 

Thus it appears to me that our agricultural 
friends, especially in the vicinity of tanneries, 
can avail themselves of very favorable and easy 
facilities for very materially increasing their 
farming capital by the increase of the compost 
heap. That this important item in our agri- 
cultural business has been lamentably neglected 
and overlooked throughout our wide-spread 
domain is a truth than which nothing can be 
more apparent. How true the fact that the 
increasing of the compost heap among our ag- 
riculturists has been sadly neglected, and the 
legitimate result of this inefficiency has been 
barren fields, light crops, and hard times. 

But in this matter, at least, a brighter and 
more hopeful era is dawning upon us, for exper- 
iment, investigation and inquiry are beginning 
to usurp the place of inactivity, bigotry and 
listlessness. The establishment, endowment and 
successful operation of the numerous agricul- 
tural societies throughout our State—the man- 
ifest desire of all classes for intelligence, for re- 
search and information—the anxiety of the 
general community for improvement and re- 
form—all tend to ameliorate the condition of

the improvement of his stock and crops, in the 
development of the dormant energies of the 
soil, and in the increased wealth of the entire 
State. That this investigation of the people, 
this searching after truth, will not go back- 
wards, is a fact very clearly and forcibly illus- 
trated and developed in the past progressive 
history of our agricultural people.

THOUGHTS ON EMIGRATION. 

Of all the disasters which may happen to an 
Agricultural community, the most deplorable is 
the loss of its population by immigration. 

And to enhance the evil, the fever, when once 
it gets hold, produces a regular stampede of 
whole settlements, leaving places desolate, which 
were intended to be improved for the susten- 
ance, the wants and the comforts of man. 

It is safe to say that the State can afford to 
suffer almost any loss, rather than the hardy 
children, who have been nurtured and reared 
upon her own rugged soil. ; 

If the value of a slave is estimated by 
thousands of dollars,—of how much more value 
is a free man, who in additioa to the wealth he 
adds, is a guarantee and a surety for the per- 
petuation of the principles, which have so long 
made New England distinguished. 

The prosperity of all countries depends es- 
sentially upon the tillers of the soil. All other 
occupations are to a greater extent, dependent 
on, and incidentto them. All other employments 
are subject to the fluctuations and embarrass- 
ments arising from causes continually in opera- 
tion. 

From this class of our citizens, we are con- 
tinually drawing for the use of our country, 
individuals, not pampered by inordinate wealth, 
not corrupted by excessive luxury, and free from 
the vices engendered by a state of idleness and 
inactivity. 

If, then, so much depends upon this portion 


of our population, if our State cannot lose its | 


farmers without losing to a great extent its 
prosperity,—if it is the great fountain from 
which the pure stream flows, to sustain and in- 
vigorate our country, it would seem evident 
that the causes which lead them from us should 
be ascertained, anda remedy applicd, if possible, 
which will keep them with us, a contented, 
happy and prosperous people. 

It is perhaps unnecessary here to go into an 
examination of the causes, which have for a few 
years past caused such an exodus from our 
midst,—the fact is notorious. Still, I will 
briefly mention what occurs to me as some of 
the principal causes, intending with your leave 
and through the medium of your paper, to go 
more into detail in future numbers. 

That our climate is at times severe and vigor- 
ous, is admitted ; that is healthy and invigorat- 
ing, and without the debilitating effects of 
softer climes, is equally true. 

That the soil is sterile, and docs not afford 
the cultivator remuneration equal to almost any 
other, I am inclined to dispute, for I am convine- 
ed that labor is nowhere more amply rewarded, 
and nowhere less liable to give short returns than 
in this much abused State of Maine. 

I am not disposed to attribute the loss of our 
population entirely to the neglect of the govern- 
ment, although I am constrained to say it has 
been wofully careless, and negligent of its in- 
terests. 

I believe a great error has been made in 
throwing so much of settling lands into private 
hands, speculators, thereby effectually sealing 
up the best lands in the state to a period, the 
end of which is now unknown. 

I believe the State has been altogether too 
parsimonious, and has neglected to encourage 
and foster this great interest which is paramount 
to all other. 

I think the peoyle themselves have neglected 
to improve the means necessary to success, have 
wantonly and deliberately declined to acquire 
the knowledge so essential to success, and more- 
over have made the interests of farming incident 
to other occupations, instead of relying wholly 
upon the soil. It is also true that in conse- 
quence of these things, people have allowed 
themselves to become dupes to those who have 
been previously cheated, and have been led to 
believe that there is a land to be found where a 
living could be had without work, without 
money, and without price. 

Finally it appears to me that the idea should 
explode, which encourages man to believe that 
there is any country where he can exist in idle- 
ness, or where he can get over, or evade the 
great fiat of our maker, that ‘“‘by the sweat of 
his brow he should earn his bread.”’

GenTLEMEN :—It is impossible for me to find | 
words to express to you all the happiness I feel | 
just now, in finding myself in the midst of so) 


many distinguished and illustrious American} 
citizens, among whom I see a number of those | 
who treated me with so much kindness during 
my two visits to the United States for the ac-| 
complishment of my self-imposed mission—the 
promotion of the system of International Ex- 
changes, a system acknowledged to be the most | 
likely to cement friendships among men and| 
secure the intellectual union of nations. Most 
of you, gentlemen, have been eye-witnesses of, 
or more, contributors to the success of my mis- 
sion. The remembrance of the fraternal and 
most generous hospitality with which I was 
treated in your beautiful couutry, will last 
even after ne. And let me add, to the honor 
of America, that if the system of exchanges is 
still standing, its existence is altogether due to 
the liberality of your country. For in 1844, I| 
had in the prosecution of our system, spent so! 
much of my little fortune, that the welfare of 
my beloved family was strongly compromised, 
and that I was on the point, yielding to the ad- | 
vices of true friends, of abandoning this cher-| 
ished child of my fancy, for the success of 
which, I would have given my own life, when! 
light from the cast raised my hopes again and 
stimulated me to persevere. The State of Maine, 
from which, owing to her rural population and 
commercial occupations, I had the least to ex- 
pect, was the first to support my efforts. In 
the session of 1844, a farmer, member of the 
Legislature, proposed that the sum of $300 be 
appropriated for their share of these expenses. 
This generous proposal was unanimously adopt- 
ed. The example given by Maine was followed 
by Massachusetts, New York, Vermont, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, Virginia, Maryland, Indiana, North 
and South Carolina, and Florida. It is true, 
that in several of the above States, the acts did 
not last more than the first orsecond year. Yet 
itis to these generous appropriations that I 
have been able to bring the system of exehanges 
to its actual state. I consider it my duty, gen- 
tlemen, a duty of conscience, to proclaim the 
name of the State which was to give the first 
and most effective support to a system which, it 
is the universal belief, is destined to render 
good and great services to mankind. The spec- 
imens of the wonderful productions of the in- 
tellectual activity of the United States, distrib- 
uted by the system and now permanently de- 
posited in the Hotel de Ville, have already con- 
quered for your country the admiration and es- 
teem of the world. These feelings towards 
your noble country will yet be increased by the 
present exhibition of the specimens of the in- 
ventive genius of America. However incom- 
plete this collection placed in the Palace of In- 
dustry may be, it will be sufficient to show what 
you are, and the glorious prospects before you. 
Hence, gentlemen, thanks to the noble hospi- 
tality given to the productions of your mind 
and industry by the government of France and 
the city of Paris, we have two different Ameri- 
can exhibitions in this metropolis, which com- 
bined together, will I trust, make the balance, 
and iliustrate young America among her an- 
cient and so powerful competitors.

COMMERCE AND MANUFACTURES. 
Many of our manufacturers have thought it 
useless to compete on their own soil, with the 


| manufacturers of England, France and Germa- 


ny. If it is so, the markets of the world worth 
competing for most, now, are those of other 
countries than these. Turkey, Egypt, Persia, 
Tunis, and simisar other nations are on the eve 
of making the sameimprovements that we have. 
They are introducing railroads, telegraphs, im- 
proved modes of building, clothing, and other 
changes, not less than ourselves. They are ‘in 
many cases introducing machinery. We ought 
then to,tuke every means to bring our resources, 
our articles of production and commerce to 
their notice. There is not the least doubt that 
we can offer to them as valuable and agreeable 
facilities of trade in most of the articles they 
need, as other nations. The Americans, to say 
the least, are not behind any European nation, 
as honorable and agreeable, and successful 
dealers. We make ourselves preferred in these 
respects in any of these markets. 

In any useful articles made by machinery, or 
in the manufacture of machinery, there is not 
the least doubt we can compete with any na- 
tion in the world for these markets. Europe- 
ans have not that aptitude fur working ma- 
chinery, that Americans have, and evidently 
will continue to remain behind us in these res- 
pects. 
vance of us, and will be likely to continue so. 
Our course is then a plain one. 

All these nations become fuvorably disposed 
towards Americans. All that is necessary to 
be done then, is, to neglect no means of intro- 
ducing ourselves in a commercial point of view 
to their attention. One of the best means of 


| doing so, towards nations who do not inform 


themselves by reading as is the custom of Amer- 
icans, is at these commercial and industrial ex- 
hibitions, which are really trades-unions as well 
as peace-congresses on the grandest scale, to 
meet these merchants and manufacturers who 
there congregate from all these nations ; if we 
have neglected this shorter and improved way 
of doing so, we should employ the next best 
means, and introduce our manufactures to them 
in other ways, as rapidly and industriously as 
is possible. 

One of the most important branches of busi- 
ness for our own State, at the present time, 
would be the trade to Europe in manuYactured 
lumber. All articles for building, of wood, 
may be manufactured here and sold at a very 
large profit in any of the countries of Europe. 
Their woods suitable for carpenter-work have 
become very scarce there ; and much more than 
that, they have not introduced machinery in 
their manufacture, and will not soon be likely to. 
Doors, sashes, blinds, and various other articles 
manufactured from our woods, may be sold for 
very much more than their value here with us. 

In the manufacture of machinery itself, our 
State is becoming largely interested ; very snc- 
cessfully so. By proper means, this branch of 
business may be entered into extensively for 
foreign trade. In the opinion of practical ma- 
chinists who were at the Universal Exhibition 
as Commissioners from Canada, the machinery 
exhibited at our state mechanics’ fair was supe- 
rior to any seen at the great exhibition. 

Any information on these subjects that may 
be desirable to commercial men, may be ob- 
tained from Charles L. Fleischmann, Esq., at 
Paris, France, who having residod several years 
in a government capacity in this country, has 
now some years since, established a b@siness 
agency there. 

AGRICULTURE. 

There was held, in June, asa part of the 
Universal Exhibition, a general meeting of ani- 
mal re-producers, at which were brought for- 
ward specimens of the principal European 
races of animals from the agricultural schools 
and government establishments of France, Eng- 
land, Spain, Portugal, Belgium, Switzerland 
and Holland. Most of these races, as well as 
those that have been introduced into our own 
country, are distinguished for some special 
quality. Some are superior for working cattle, 
others for breeding, others for milking qualities, 
ethers for slaughter, &c. There is no physiogi- 
cal incompatibility in a union of these qualities. 
A few years since, there was no breed of cattle 
in this country that could be kept ina condition 
fit for slaughter while they were worked. It is 
not so now. Atthe present time all our ani- 
mals that are kept specially as milkers, are not 
considered valuable for anything else ; or per- 
haps in addition as breeders of the like kind of 
stock. There is a French race that combines 
all the necessary qualities. This is the Comtoise. 
The cows are rather small in size, about the 
proportion of the Hereford for oxen, compact, 
with little offal, hardy, kept with a small 
amount of fodder, and while in a condition fit 
for slaughter are still excellent for their milk- 
ing qualities. This-race should be, at once, in- 
troduced into our country. 

Our State is becoming one of the most im- 
portant fruit-growing States of the Union, from 
the fact principally that the soil and climate 
produce in the greatest perfection those varie- 
ties of fruit that can be long preserved, and 
therefor fit for exportation. Tuis State may be 
make to produce a greater value of fruit, than 
now of grain, with much less expense of raising. 
It isan object therefore, that the number of 
these varieties be increased. 

During the whole of the spring and early 
half of the summer, there is seen in the markets 
of France a fine quality of apple called the 
Reinette ; juicy, with peel thin, small core, large 
size, the pulp rich crisp ; reminding the experi- 
menter upon it, of a cross between the Baldwin 
and a pine apple ; if which could be effeeted the 
result would be nearly similar. The Roxbury 
Russet, in its peculiar valuable properties, in- 
cluding its capability of preservation, more 
nearly resembles it than any other, but is much 
inferior to it in all the qualities of a good fruit.

AWARDS. 

After various thorough investigations care- 
fully put, comparing the claims of the twenty- 
five thousand exhibitors, the international jury, 
which was eomposed of men of eminent reputa- 
tion of the different nations, in session in a 
country the most noted in the world for its 
proper appreciation of merit, have distinguished 
the United States with very high honor; or as 
it may be considered, the highest honors of this 
industrial fete; a result which was considered 
there the shadowing forth of the destinies of 
this Republic. (rand medals of honor were 
awarded for the reaping machine, and for the 
improvements in manufacture of India-rubber ; 
a medal of honor to John A. Pitts for his 
threshing and cleansing machine. To other 
persons, first and second-class medals for manu- 
facturing and mechanical implements. The 
machine of Mr. Pitts,a Maine invention,—al- 
though doing business elsewhere, he still has bis 
home in the State,—was tested with the following 
results: Four threshing machines were tried, and 
six men with flails to find the difference of the labor; 
the six men threshed 60 litres; Mr. Pitts ma- 
chine 740 litres ; the English machine 410 litres; 
the French machine 250 litres; the Belgium 
machine 150 litres; the trial being witnessed 
by the assembled thousands, from Arab sheiks to 
English savans. The grand cross of the legion 
of honor was bestowed, by special favor of the 
Emperor on the President of the American Com- 
missioners, on an American member of the 
jury, and on Alexander Vattemare, the special 
friend of the Amcricans during the exhibition, 
for his exertions in its American department ; & 
most happy compliment to this country, the 
more so for its being entirely unexpected. 


We, as a powerful and growing state, are one 
only of a confederation that is soon to become 
the leading nation of the globe, in inventive 
genius, in the sciences and literature, in the 
utilitics as well.as the elegancies of life. Any 
improvement therefore in agriculture, or in 
manufactures, or in commerce, may justly claim 
the attention of our people ; our operations are 
on a scale so extensive that millions may thus 
be readily added to our reso .rces, as well as 
our power and influence in other ways increased. 
The spirit of the age is favorable to this. 
However much the friends of peace may have 
reason to be discouraged in view of the wars of 
the present century yet, the increasing interest 
that is every where manifested in all the useful 
arts, the very great and universal interest that 
is given to industrial exhibitions, the hearty 
response of the whole world to the invitation to 
enter into these friendly contests of skill, to be- 
come acquainted with each other in thus un- 
derstanding the products of each other's hands 
with each other’s mutual needs, allows the hope 
that the future is to be given to art, and in- 
dustry,-and civilization.

Earty Towators. This is one of the most 
difficult of vegetables to force, and should be 
started very early in order to anticipate the sea- 
son. Those who have greenhouses and hot beds 
need no other facilities. But those who have 
only a stand of parlor plants, and ‘keep up a 
constant fire for them, can start a few tomatoes 
with very little trouble. Take a half dozen 4 
or 5 inch pots, and plant two or three seeds in 
each, in rich garden loam. The pots can stand 
with the other house plants, and receive the 
same watering and attention. When the plants 
are well started, pull up all but the most vigor- 
ous one in each pot. Stir the earth frequently 
around them, and they will grow rapidly and 
fill the whole pot with a mass of fine roots, by 
the last of May, when they will probably be in 
blossom. If they have rich soil and a good ex- 
posure on the south side of a wall or fence, they 
will suffer little check in the transplanting, and 
you will get tomftoes much earlier than from 
seed planted in the open ground in April. [Ex. 





Do nor waste Tue Coa, Asags. These con- 
tain not a little potash derived from the wood 
or charcoal used in kindling, and they furnish 
some fertilizing materials in their own compo- 
sition. We have durselves made an excellent 
green plot on quicksand, thrown from a cellar 
into ahollow. The only manure wasa thick 
coating of coal ashes aud a fair supply of leaves 
and weeds taken from the roadside. Coal ashes 
and cinders are first-rate for heavy clay gardens 
and fields. Try them—they cannot do harm, 
and it is about as easy to put them where they 
may do good as it is to dump them into the 
street. 





Prunes. Prunes have been very successfully 
cultivated in Pennsylvania. Among the econo- 
mists in Beaver county, they have been grafted 
on plums. Mr. Pfeiffer, of Indiana, raised 
prune trees in large numbers, and sold them at 
exorbitant prices, some as high as $5 and $10. 
He had some of the fruit at the Pennsylvania 
State Agricultural Fair, held at Pittsburg, 
which sold readily at 50c. a quart. 





Horsss Potsonep sy Eatine Frozen Rorren 
Carrots. Mr. Newell Farnham of Lockport, 
N. Y., has recently lost four fine colts, and 
four more have the symptoms of those which 
died. The disease is supposed to have been 
caused by the horses eating rotten carrots which 
had been frozen. 
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Shall we have war with England? No, sir! 
We shall have no war with England. Why? 
Because there is, in reality, no cause for war, 
let Hotspurs and political madeaps say what 
they will, there is good sense enough in the 
people of both nations not to allow their rulers 
to declare war without great, repeated, and ag- 
gravated injuries done on one side or the other, 
which is not the case now. So, put up your 
blunderbuss, Mr. Ferocious, and beat your old 
spear into a praning-hook, Mr. Furious, and go 
prane your orchard with it. 

But what is the cause of all this s/ronk talk, 
asan Indian would call it, among the oracles 
on both sides of the water? Why, merely this. 
England has made a little show of putting her 
lion’s paw on a little piece of Central America, 
by way of protection to the Mosquito King,—as 
a chief of a tribe of Indians and half breeds on 
territory near or about Nicaragua is called,— 
just to keep him from being swallowed up by 
“Young America.’’ Uncle Sam tells John 
Bull to let alone, and keep himself on his own 
side of the puddle. That's one of the causes of 
the bluster. 

Again. England has been ‘in partnership with 
France in fighting Russia, and was in great 
need of soldiers ; so Mr. Crampton, the British 
Minister here, conceived the idea of enlisting 
men in the U. States to send over to the Crimean 
army. To enlist soldiers in the United States for 


a foreign service is against our laws, and Mr. ¥ 


Crampton was plainly told to ‘‘stop it.’’ 

He, having something of the Yankee in his 
‘composition thought he would try a Yankeg 
trick to accomplish his designs, and so he paid 
the passage of those who would go into the 
British Provinces, and when they arrived enlist- 
ed them there. This is clearly an evasion of 
the law, and he was requested to desist. Our 
minister in England complained to the prime 
minister of such doings, and the prime minister 
some months ago sent an apology to Crampton. 
at Washington, with orders for him to commu- 
nicate it to the President and Cabinet, but he 
probably being a little roiled as Jack Downing 
would say, laid it by in his desk and pretends 
that he forgot it, untilrecently. This the other 
cause of war. 

Now who is a going to fight and involve two 
of the greatest nations in the world in a bloody 
and expensive war for such causes? It is true, 
as Sam Slick says, ‘‘the British can whip the 
world, and we can whip the British,’’ but it 
isn’t worth while to demonstrate it by actual 
trial very often. 

To be serious, however, we feel sure that there 
is really no disposition among the people of 
either nation, nor among the rulers of ¢ither 
nation to com mence a war. The friendly feeling 
between the two is too strong to be easily brok- 
en, and these feelings are bound together hy the 
strong cords of mutual commercial advantages, 
which, if broken off, would bring ruin, and sor- 
row, and anguish on thousands and hundreds of 
thousands in both hemispheres. 





PorTLanD aND THE Great Sreamer. In 
answer to our query, a week or two since, the 
State of Maine, after some appropriate remarks 
on the subject, says :— 

‘In reply to our neighbor of the Farmer, we 
are able to say, that the Great Steamer is to 
run to Portland, and that the condition pre- 
cedent of providing wharves for her accommo- 
dation, will unquestionably, be fully complied 
with.”’ 

We should have copied this sooner, but it es- 
caped our eye. The vote upon the acceptance 
of the act authorizing the expenditure of $60,- 
000 by the city of Portland, to furnish wharf 
accommodations for the new Mammoth steamer, 
was taken on Tuesday of last week, and resulted 
in the affirmative—1415 to 117. That is good, 
and shows that Portland is alive to her own 
interests. 





Tae Missive Sreamsuir. Still no tidings of 
the Pacific, now, Monday, March 3, in her 
thirty-ninth day out. It is, however too early 
to despair of her safety, as yet. The Atlantic, 
which left Liverpool, Dee. 28th 1851, was fifty 
days-out, before news was received of her safety. 
The Arago, which arrived at New York on 
Saturday, was greatly impeded on the passage 
by the ice; she was obliged frequently to put 
back. Capt. Lines says that the quantity of 
ioe and the dfficulty of navigation on the Banks, 
exceeded anything he ever saw or heard of be- 
fore, and he recommends all vessels bound for 
Europe to go South of the Banks. 

A report to the effect that an American 
steamer, with signals of distress flying, suppos- 
ed to be the Pacific, was seen by the America, 
when three days out, is disputed. Large fields 
of ice were encountered by the America, and on 
the 25th ult. she passed a large field and clear 
water could not be seen to the north from mast 
head. Capt. Wickman thinks that if the Paci- 
fic got into the ice, she will yet be heard from.

Tt is mentioned as a singular 
fact that ship timber is being sont from «New 
York to the eastward to build vessels, many of 
which will hereafter be owned and employed in 
that city. One firm has sent seven cargoes to 
the port of Kennebunk, Me., within a short 
time, and is supplying timber for the constrac- 
tion of about a dozen ships. The supplies are 
obtained from extensive forests in Ohio, Canada, 
and Western New York. 


Adjournment of the Alabama Legislature, The 
Alabama Legislature adjourned on the 15th ult. 
after a session of three months. The number of 
acts passed amount to 379, of which 18 were 
passed over the Executive veto. Among the 
acts are those loaning $200,000 to the Alabama 
and Tennessee River Railroad, and $300,000 to 
the Memphis and Charleston Railroad. 


Quick Passage. The clipper ship Dread- 
nought, Capt. Samuels, recently made the 
passage from New York to Liverpool in the shor, 
period of sixteen days, and owing to there being 
no steamer about that time, (Feb. 11) she had 
the unusual duty for a sailing vessel in these 
days of carrying the mails into Liverpool. 


Insurance Recovered. The Harpers recovered 
a verdict of $11,178 76 against the New York 
City Insurance Company on a policy of insur- 
ance on their premises which were destroyed. 
The defence was, that camphene was used for 
printing purposes in the establishment. The 
jury decided that camphene was in general used 
among printers in wood cuts.

and that the writer had heard of sixteen others 
who perished on the same night, at different 
points near that place. 

More European Intervention. The Liverpool 
Albion says that it has been resolved by France 
and England to despatch two special COmmis- 
sioners immediately to the River Platte, with a 
view to coneert measures with Brazil for the 
prevention in future of occurrences such as 
have recently again rendered some of the finest 
portions of the east coast of South America a 
prey torevolutionary license. [Not with respect 
to Central America, as previously stated by 
telegraph. ] 

The Search for the Pacific. The propeller 
Aretie, which left New York in search of the 
Pacific, had a very severe passage, and put into 
Halifax with eight fect of water in her hold, 
received from shipping seas. She was twice in 
imminent peril, and preparations were made to 
lower the boats. After repairs, she left Halifax 
for Sable Island, and will probably be absent for 
several months, 

A Noble Voyage. The whaleship Lapwing, 
of New Bedford, arrived at Newport last week, 
from a thirty months whaling cruise, being her 
first voyage. The Lapwing has taken during 
the voyage 2100 barrels of sperm oil, 575 barrels 
of whale oil, and 3500 pounds of whalebone, 
worth at present prices about $155,000. It is 
anoble and successful voyage, rich with the 
treasures of the deep. 

The Texas Indemnity. The New York Tri- 
bune states that inquiries are now being institu- 
ted by the Seeretary of the Treasury, to ascer- 
tain if the debts embraced in the act of Congress 
are the same as those embraced in the act of the 
Legislature of Texas. If they should on such 
examination prove to be identfal, the Secretary 
of the Treasury will cause the notice of ninety 
days required by act of Congress preceding pay- 
ment to be at once published. The proviso in 
the act of the Legislature of Texas will not pre- 
vent the payment, provided the debts are identi- 
cal; but if they prove otherwise, the whole 
matter will have again to be submitted to Con- 
gress. 

Pigeons in Alabama. From Alabama papers, 
we learn that immense flocks of wild pigeons are 
swarming in the woods attracted by the abund- 
ant crop of acorns, not yet fallen from the oak 
trees. In the neighborhood of Elyton, they 
have a roost, which, one journal says, is dan- 
gerous to approach, from the number of branches 
broken off and falling from the weight of the 
birds. 

The almanacs say 
that Saturn’s rings will be visible all of this 
year, with the aid of a telescope, their southern 
eurface being now warned towards the earth.

Last evening, Mr. Crampton addressed a hasty 
note to Mr. Marey, enclosing a letter from 
Lord Clarendon to the British Minister, dated so 
long ago as last autumn, in which Lord Claren- 
don recites a conversation between himself and 
Mr. Buchanan on the subject of referring the 
Central American difficulty toa third power 
for arbitration, Le requests Mr. Crampton to 


communicate his letter to the American Govern-

ment. 

Mr. Crampton’s apology to Mr. Marey for 
not doing a0 before, 13 that he overlooked the 
concluding paragraph containing that request. 
He now sends the original letter, without stop- 

ing to make a coppy, and requests that it may 
ecopied and returned to him. He seems all 
at once to have got in a great hurry about the 
business. 

The letter of Lord Clarendon can hardly be 
called a downright offer to submit the matter to 
arbitration. It might more properly be character- 
ized as an effort to sound the American Govern- 
ment on the subject. 

Mr. Buchanan recently made a specific and 
emphatic demand upon Lord Clarendon as to 
what he meant by his declaration in Parliament, 
that he had recently renewed his offer to sub- 
mit the Central American difficulties to the ar- 
bitration of a third power ; he told Lord Claren- 
don that nothing was known of such an offer in 
London. 

Lord Clarendon at first talked about his pre- 
vious conversations on the subject with Mr. 
Buchanan. These conversations had been of a 
suggestive, discursive and rather jocular charac- 
ter, and did not embrace any proposition which 
Mr Buchanan had aright to consider definite 
and serious. After referring some time, how- 
ever, to these previous talks, Lord Clarendon 
told Mr. Buchanan that he had written to Mr. 
Crampton, renewing the offer ; that Mr. Cramp- 
ton had communicated his views to Mr. Marey, 
and that Mr. Marcy had_ replied that the sub- 
ject was in the hands of Mr. Buchanan. 

The President has been induced to withhold 
the letter dismissing Mr. Crampton, till the ar- 
‘rival of the steamer due, in the expectation that 
he will be recalled by his own Government. 
Should that not be the case, the letter will be 
immediately sent. 

A rumor was current to-day that Mr. Cramp- 
ton had been recalled, but it could not be traced 
to any reliable source, and is doubtless prema- 
ture.

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LATEST NEW3 FROM CALIFORNIA. 


The steamship [linois arrived at New York 
on Wednesday of last week, bringing dates 
from California to Feb. 5, and $1,140,000 in 
specie. The following is all the news of im- 
portance by this arrival :— 


The Supreme Court of California have made 
a decision, by which the assets of the late firm 
of Adams & Co. are to be divided pro rata 
among all the creditors of that concern. The 
affairs of Adams & Co. have also undergone 
other changes since the sailing of the last 
steamer. The assets held by Palmer, Cook & 
Co, ($150,000) have been accounted to the new 
receiver, Mr. Naglee, and Judge Hager has dis- 
charged Mr. Jones from the arrest under which 
he was placed for temporarily refusing to pay 
over. Mr. A. A. Cohen is still in custody of 
the Sheriff on a charge of contempt against the 
Fourth District Court. Another suit has been 
commenced against him by Mr. Naglee, the 
new receiver of Adams & Co., for the recovery 
of a large amount of money alleged to be still 
retained by him. 

Beverly C. Sanders and Richard P. Ham- 
mond, both formerly Collectors of San Fran- 
cisco, have been indicted by the Grand Jury, 
empanneled by the United States District Court, 
for the embezzlement of money while holding 
that office. The indictment charges Major 
Hammond with using for his own purpose, on 
the 28th July, 1855, (about the time of his re- 
moval,) $48,732 76; and on the 2d of August. 
1853, he is charged with having used $30,000 
to purchase a part of the rancho called ‘San 
Antonio.”” The charge against Sanders is, 
that in June, 1853, he used $48,665 34. It is 
glleged by some that this amount was paid over 
to Major Hammond, who succeeded to the office 
about that time.

The decree of President Rivas asserts that 
the title of Nicaragua to the Mosquito territory 
is notorious and ineontestable, and declares 
Kinney, Shepherd, and Haley, and all persons 
claiming under them, to be guilty of an at- 
tempt against the integrity of Central America. 

Shortly afterwards a diplomatic corps, headed 
by Col. Kinney, arrived from San Juan, and 
had audience with Gen. Walker. 

On the following day Col. Kinney was placed 
under arrest, and subsequently banished from 
the territory of Nicaragua, and sent under 


|charge of Major Martin to the Atlantic sea- 


board. 

Col. Kinney was subsequently ordered to 
leave the State, and departed on the 8th for 
Virgin Bay, en route for San Juan and New 
Orleans. 

The El Nicaraguense says: Col. Kinney at 
his interview with Walker, proposed a peace- 
able division of Nicaragua into two States, one 
to be called Musquita. This Walker declined. 
Kinney then offered his services to the new re- 
public, which were also declined, Walker tell- 
ing him that his antecedents precluded his hold- 
ing any official position under Nicaragua.

Revolutionary parties are forming in Nicar- 
agua against Walker, and Costa Rica is send- 
ing a force against him. 

Sovru America. From Peru we have the 
following items : 

The interior of Peru appears to be very much 
agitated at present, and there is every prospect 
of serious disturbances. 

Complaints are also made of invasion of say- 
age tribes from Ecuador across the Amazon, 
murdering the peaceful inhabitants of Bella 
Vista, Mayombamba, and other settlements 
along the Amazon and its tributaries. It is 
reported that many of the North American 
emigrants who went from California and Aus- 
tralia to Peru, some eighteen months since, in 
pursuit of gold on the Amazon, being disap- 
pointed in their hopes, and left without the 
means of returning to the coast, have joined 
these savages and gained complete control over 
them, very much to the terror of the Peruvians, 
who fear that the superior energy and talent of 
the North American race is likely to overrun 
and gain a predominating foothold as it has 
done in Mexico and California. 

A corresporident in Mayobamba writes that 
a party of twelve Americans had gone down 
the river Hualaya, robbing every village they 
passed. Reaching the confines of Brazil at 
night, they were hailed by the sentinel, to 
whom they replied by firing at and killing him. 

The guard then followed them to river Jau- 
ary, and shot down eleven of them, leaving 
only one to escape. ;

ARRIVAL OF THE AMERICA. 

The steamship America, with dates from Eu- 
rope to Feb. 16, seven days later than previous 
advices, arrived at [Halifax on Friday morning 
last. The following synopsis embraces every- 
thing of importance by this arrival :— 

Great Barrats. An interesting debate oc- 
curred in the Llouse of Commons on the night 
of the Lith. Mr. Roebuck rose to call the at- 
tention of the Louse to the relations with the 
United States, and moved for the production of 
all correspondence with the Government of the 
United States, relative to the conduct of Mr. 
Crampton. Mr. Roebuck commenced by im- 
pressing upon the House the necessity for the 
question to be properly understood in Great 
Britain, and that it should be ascertained who 
was to blame for the unsatisfactory state of Eng- 
Jand’s relations with America. “He remarked 
that the laws of the United States prohibited 
recruiting for foreign services, and that in the 
early days of the republic, that government) 
had’ required a French Minister to be removed | 
for such infractions of the Jaws. Their jeal- 
ousy on this head was therefore only natural! 
Ile ‘proceeded to show, from documents read at 
the late trials in the Unlted States, that Mr. | 
Crampton knew he was breaking the law, next 
he took means to evade it; and thirdly, he was| 
supported in the evasion by the government of 
Nova Seotia and the Governor General of Can- 
ada, and urged to it by the Liome Government. 
Under these circumstances Mr. Roebuck con- 
tended that the Government of the United 
States was justified in requiring the recall of 
Mr. Crampton, and the apology which the 
British Government had tendered, was a delu- 
sion upon the House and country. He there- 
fore called first, fur a specific answer to this 
question: What instructions were given to! 
Crampton? And next, for an expression of 
opinion on the part of the Hoase, that they 
were no parties to this violation of the laws of 
the United States. Mr. Hadfield seconded the 
motion. 

Lord Palmerston replied, defending the Gov- 
ernment, and stating that the correspondence 
would be produced as soon as the last despatch 
from the American Government had been an- 
swered. Palmerston then launched into a fierce | 
invective against Roebuck, whom he called the | 
mouth-pieee of calumnies uttered in the United 
States, and as holding a brief from the enemy. 
Palmerston then continued: s*No man could | 
more strongly feel the evlamities which would | 
arise from a conflict between the Beitish nation | 
and the United States. These were the senti- 
ments of all people of this country ; but it was} 
one thing to entertain friendly sentiments to-| 
wards a kindred people, and another to lose 
our feeling of self-respect.”’ 

It was incumbent upon these who were charg- 
ed with public interests to cultivate both these 
sentiments; for the interests of peace were) 
equally great on both sides of the Atlantic, 
aud calamity arising from a state of war would 
be equally disastrous. ‘That, however, which a 
government had to consider, was the justice of 
its cause and what was befitting the dignity and 
hogor of the country. He was persuaded that 
this feeling was reciprocated on both sides of 
the Atlantic, whatever might be said in popular 
speeches in America, and notwithstanding such 
ebullitions as the house had just heard, which 
savored of anything but a disposition to con-| 
ciliate differences. Le was persuaded there was | 
such a right feeling in the people of the United 
States, that they valued the friendship of the 
people of the great empire, and that the inter- 
ests of both were inseparably bound up with a 
continuance of friendly relations. Ie could 
not, under such circumstances, persuade him- 
self that these matters of difference, when they 
eame to be laid before the Congress of the 
United States, as they would be before the Par- 
liament of Great Britain, would not receive |

DESTRUCTIVE GALE IN SCOTLAND. 

By the Asia we have received the Edinburgh 
Weekly Herald of the 9th of February, which 
abounds with accounts of a destructive gale of 
wind which swept over Scotland on the Oth 
inst. It began on Wednesday evening and con- 
tinued until Thursday morning. It raged with 
about equal violence on the East and .West 
coast. Its track was everywhere marked by 
the overthrow of chimneys, the unroofing of 
houses, and the pfostration of every variety of 
exposed objects. In the vicinity of Glasgow 
alone the estimated loss by the storm is placed 
as high as half a million of dollars. Among 
the damaged buildings in Glasgow, Norman's 
power-loom factory was laid in rams, and al- 
most every housein that vicinity was more or 
less damaged. In Pathhead several houses were 
unroofed, chimneys thrown down, and whole 
streets thrown into confusion. St. Clairtown 
suffered fearfully. The large chimney of Mal- 
colm’s Mill was prostrated, and the machinery 
completely damaged, so that it was thought 
$15,000 to $20,000 would be necessary to put 
things inorder again, Other mills, foundries, 
manufactories, &e., fared in like manner. 
Methven’s Pottery, Links, is particularly men- 
tioned, as having been greatly damaged. The 
railway station at Glasgow was also consider- 
ably aeeel, the north side of the station 
house being torn down and the platform broken 
in pieces. 

In the country around, trees were torn up by 
the roots and driven hundreds of yards througa 
the air, falling on roads and rendering them 
impassable, and on houses and crushing them 
down. Several hundred workmen in Glasgow 
alone have been thrown out of employment. 
The like of this hurricane it is said has not 
been experienced in Scotland for many years.

INDIAN FIGHT IN WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 

New York, Feb. 28. Advices from Wash- 
ington Territory received at San Francisco on 
the day of the steamer’s sailing, give particulars 
of a grand attack made on the 25th of Jan. by 
the Klikitats Indians upon Seattle in that terri- 
tory. For four nights previous to the attack 
the town had been garrisoned by the officers 
and crew of the Decatur. At 7 o'clock on the 





| 20th all hands returned to the ship, but ina 


very short time information was sent that the 
town was surrounded by the Klikitats. The 
men were immediately re-landed and the attack 
commenced by firing at shot from the howitzer 
which was returned by a volley from the entire 
rear of the town, the Indians uttering at the 
same time, terrific yells of detiance. 

The firing was continued until 3 o'clock P. 
M., when finding that the Indians could not be 


| driven from the woods it was decided to settle 


the matter in a difforent way. The women and 
children were sent on board the Decatur and 
Bronter, the citizens and marines were left in 
charge of the block house, and the officers and 
crew returned tu the ship; the batteries were 
then opened from the Decatur, and grape, can- 
nister and round shot poured upon the Indians 
in such quantities that the main body of them 
retreated. After nightfall shell and shot were 
thrown wherever any signs of Indians appeared 

and by 10 P. M. all was quiet. It is impossi- 
ble to ascertain the number engaged in the attack. 
There are various rumors, from which we gather 
that the Indians were from seven to nine hun- 
dred strong. It is also rumored that the Indians 
had 35 killed and 36 wounded. On theside of 
the whites only two were killed—both civil- 
ians. 

The Indians shot too high; the bullets whis- 
tled over the heads of our forces. An attack is 
feared upon Steilacoom, asa short time before 
the steamer sailed an express came into the 
garrison with information that the Indians had 
attacked some whites about five miles from the 
garrison. . 

The injury to the Decatur has been repaired 
and she is now ina good condition. All well 
on board the Decatur, and active when the 
Republic left Seattle. 

A later dispatch says a second attack from 
the Indians was apprehended.

NATURE IN EASTERN AND SOUTH CAROLINA. 
The character of the scenery was novel to me,

These ditches, which 
are, perhaps, 1 two Mt wide Mnd deep, are 
dug between the crops from ti: of tM, until 
all the fields are dividgd i ectungular beds of 
a half or a quarter-acr@tich. “Now, when the 
gates are open, at the full SF tide, any water 
that is on the beds flows rapidl into the 
drains (or ‘‘quarter ditches,’’) 
the .utside ditches of each field, a 
through the field trunks into the cani 
main embankment ditch, and from this 
the main trunk into the river.

THE ATLANTIC RICE DISTRICT. 


A large part of all the country next the coast, 
fifty miles or more in width, in North and Soath 
Carolina and Georgia, is oceupied by flat ey- 
press swamps and reedy marshes. That which 
is not so is sandy, sterile, and overgrown with 
pines, and only of any value for agriculture 
where, at depressions of the surface, vegetable 
mould has been collected by the flow of rain 
water. The nearer we approach the sea, the 
more docs water predominate, till at length 
land appears only in islands or capes ; this is the 
so-called Sea-Island region. Below all, how- 
ever, there stretches along the whole coast alow 
and narrow sand bar—a kind of defensive out- 
work of the land, seldom inhabited except by 
lost Indians and runaway negroes, who subsist 
by hunting and fishing. There are, upon it, 
several government relief stations and light- 
houses, far less frequent, alas! than skeleton 
hulks of old ships, which, half buried—like 
victims of war—in the sand, give sad evidence 
of the fury of the sea, and of the firmness with 
which its onsets are received. 

At distant intervals there are shallow breech- 
es, through which the quict tide twice a day 
steals in, swelling the neutral lagoons, and dam- 
ming the outlet of the fresh water streams, till 
their current is destroyed or turned back, and 
their flood dispersed far and wide over the de- 
batable land of the cypress swamps. 

Then when heavy rains in the interior have 
swollen the rivers, their eddying currents de- 
posit, all along the edges of the sandy islands 
and capes of the swamp, the rich freight they 
have brought from the caleareous or granitic 
mountains in which they rise, with the organic 
waste of the great forests through which they 
flow. With all is mingled thg silicious wash of 
the nearest shore and the rich silt of the salt 
lagoons, aroused from their bottoms in ex- 
traordinary assaults of the ocean. 

This is the soil of the rich plantations, which 
are always formed in such parts of the tidal 
swamps, adjoining the main land or the sandy 
islands, as are left ‘nearly dry at the ebb of the 
water. The surface must be level, or only with 
slight inclinations towards the natural drain in 
which the retiring tide withdraws ; and it must 
be at such a distance from the sea, that there is 
no taste of salt in the water by which it is flood- 
ed, at the rise of tide. 

In such a situation, the rice fields are first 
constructed as follows: Their outline being de- 
termined upon, the trees are cut upon it for a 
space of fifty fect in width ; a ditch is then dug 
at the ebb of the water, the earth thrown out 
from which soon suffices to prevent the return of 
ordinary tides, and the laborers are thus permit- 
ted to work uninterruptedly. An embankment 
is then fowmed, upon the side of the first made 
ditch, sufficiently thick and high to resist the 
heaviest floods which can be anticipated. It is 
usually five feet in height, and fifteen in breadth 
at the base, and all stumps and roots are re- 
moved from the earth of which it is formed, as, 
in digging the first ditch, they have been from 
its base. The earth for it is obtained by digging 
a great ditch fifteen or twenty feet inside of it ; 
if more is needed, it is brought from a dis-

His employers failed, and he hired a small store 
in Cornhill, and furnished it with goods upon 
the strength of the confidence with which he 
had inspired merchants who had become ac- 
quainted with him. Integrity, industry and 
system, were the foundations upon which his 
business life was built. He practiced rigid 
economy, never allowing himself to spend a 
fourpence upon unnecessary objects until he 
had earned it. During his first seven years in 
the city, he never let a bill stand against him 
over the Sabbath. If the purchase of goods 
had been made at auction on Saturday, he al¥ 
ways examined and settled the bill by note’or 
by crediting it, so that in case he was not on 
duty on Monday, there would be no trouble for 
the clerks: thus keeping business Jefore him, 
instead of allowing it to drive him. At the 
close of that seven years, he was worth fifty 
thousand dollars. P 

On first coming to the city, he took lodgings 
with a widow, who had just opened a boarding- 
house.
